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Foyer safeguarded for the future 


A BRIDPORT councillor has expressed her gratitude 
for the work carried out by a number of different or¬ 
ganisations as the town’s Foyer facility was officially 
reopened this week. 
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The Foyer, described on Dorset County Council’s web site 
as providing a safe, protected and controlled environment for 
young people during their transition from dependent to inde¬ 
pendent living, is based at West Rivers House in West Ailing- 
ton 

Councillor Ros Kayes, who is also a district and county 
councillor, said the town would be pleased that the work done 
at Bridport Foyer was safeguarded for the future. 

At an afternoon relaunch on Monday, councillors from 
Bridport Town Council, West Dorset District Council and 
Dorset County Council, and members of the public and hous¬ 
ing associations, visited West Rivers House to see the new 
facilities and learn about the work that will take place just 
months after the town was faced with losing the service com¬ 
pletely. 

Councillor Kayes told those present at the reopening: “We 
really feared losing this building and it isn’t often that things 
come together in this way but a lot of different providers 
agreed to work together to keep it open. For that I am really 
grateful.” 

The people of Bridport have been actively following the 
event surrounding the Foyer, she said. 

She added: “The goodwill from the people of Bridport to 
Bournemouth Churches Housing Association (BCHA) for 
taking on this facility is enormous, I can’t tell you how much 
people ask me what is happening with the Foyer. This has 
turned out to be really good news.” 

Earlier this year it was announced that Bridport Foyer was 
under threat of closure and 17 vulnerable young people liv¬ 
ing there would be moved as support providers YouTrust 
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pulled out due to budget cuts. 

The alternative for the young people was to be placed in 
private accommodation backed with support. BCHA, which 
took over the support contract, initially viewed the building, 
which is owned by Magna Housing Association, as unviable. 

After crucial talks between a number of parties, brought to¬ 
gether by Ros Kayes, the building will continue to be used by 
the community, supporting youngsters and homeless fami¬ 
lies. 

The building also offers IT training facilities, and the new 
agreement appears to protect the future of Oh Crumbs cafe, 
an eatery and catering service staffed by people with physi¬ 
cal and mental disabilities. 

At the opening, Mandy Goodenough, head of children, 
young people and families at Bournemouth Churches Hous¬ 
ing Association, thanked Ms Kayes for her hard work. 

She said: “She has been the real driving force in terms of 
pulling us and other authorities together and finding a solu¬ 
tion for the building. 

“The concept is providing accommodation and training that 
is very much integrated. As an organisation that’s what 
BCHA will always be about, it’s more than just putting a roof 
over somebody’s head.” 

Guests on Monday were given a tour of the building, which 
has been partly refurbished, and were impressed with the 
work which has gone into the accommodation. 

The open event celebrated months of hard work from var¬ 
ious people and organisations. 

Jez Morris, head of housing services at Magna, said: “We 
are very pleased that we could keep the building in use for 
local people, particularly as we now have two flats for home¬ 
less families. This was an example of partnership working at 
its very best.” 

David Tett, district councillor for Bridport South and Both- 
enhampton, told the View from Bridport: “I am absolutely 
delighted that the Foyer at West Rivers House will be con¬ 
tinued for a multi-use purpose, and for our young people to 
be given a helping and reassuring hand in their walk through 
life. 

“I was very concerned when a threat of closure first ap¬ 
peared not knowing what might happen to those youngsters 
less fortunate than ourselves. The cloud has hopefully been 
removed.” 

Discussions are still ongoing about the use of the top floor 
flats at Bridport Foyer, with Ros Kayes describing the possi¬ 
bilities as “open.”

■ HOW long have you been in Dorset? 

It’s been ten years now. I was working for BT at the time 
and the contract I was supporting was in the 
Bournemouth office and commuting from the other side 
of Exeter didn’t make much sense so I decided to move 
here. 

■ AND did you have any conceptions about Dorch¬ 
ester before you came here? 

I knew it was the county town and my assumption was 
that because it has both the West Dorset, the town council 
and the county council based here it was probably OK 
Monday to Friday in the daytimes but there was probably 
a mass exodus in the evenings and weekends because 
people who worked her didn’t necessarily live here. 

■ WHAT was in prompted you to leave BT? 

I had become interested in psychotherapy and counselling 
because I’d observed the effects on people of organisa¬ 
tional change. I became curious about why people’s be¬ 
haviours were changing and I started studying through 
what was then Dorset Adult Education. I did as much as 
I could through evening classes and then, like many peo¬ 
ple, had a life-changing experience when my father died 
at a young age, and I thought perhaps that was the re¬ 
minder that life is too short - so I left BT and went to the 
University of Winchester to continue my studies. 

■ WHAT sorts of inquiries do you deal with in your 
Kingston Maurward role? 

It might be anything from a company asking if they can 
use our climbing wall for a team-building exercise 
through to asking us to provide some training to deal with 
changes in legislation; to advice about taking on appren¬ 
ticeships.. .there’s no two days the same. 



I also attend a lot of business networking events which 
are often early mornings, or late evenings and even occa¬ 
sionally at weekends. It’s not a traditional nine to five job. 


■ WAS it your work at Kingston Maurward that got 
you involved with the chamber of commerce? 

Yes. I’ve been involved with the chamber and the Dorch¬ 
ester BID (Business Improvement District) for about four 
or five years and was asked onto the chamber executive 
about three-years-ago and was then voted president last 
year. 
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■ WHY did you decide to do another year in the 
chair? 

I had projects I wanted to see through. Dorchester is my 
adopted town and it has a lot going for it, especially at 
the moment. It’s been a real privilege with Brewery 
Square coming online and new businesses at Poundbury. 
We are lucky enough to have challenges other towns 
don’t have because we have got so many new businesses. 
I’m also passionate about helping young people stay here, 
which is a particular interest, so I wanted to let those proj¬ 
ects build a bit more before I step down. 


■ AND with your work at Kingston Maurward is it an 
exciting time to be involved with the prospect of the 
Dorset Studio School which is due to open next year? 

Yes, for me personally it goes back to where I started with 
the West Dorset federation. This is somewhere which is 
going to combine GCSEs and the environmental and land- 
based science qualifications. Young people now need to 
stay in education until they are 18 and this is going to give 
them different, less purely theoretical routes, and that’s got 
to be a fabulous thing. We have been working quite closely 
with employers and they sometimes say that young people 
have the academic skills but not the attitude and aptitude 
to work in teams, so that is something we will also try and 
work on. To have investment on a capital programme and 
the partnerships, particularly with Thomas Hardye School, 
mean that together we will have a great offer. 

■ IF you were marooned on a desert island who 
would you like to spend the time with? 

Jim Lovell who was the Captain of Apollo 13, the mission 
that didn’t make it to the moon. Having read his autobiog¬ 
raphy before the Apollo 13 film came out with Tom Hanks, 
there was a calmness and the sense of a scientist who fol¬ 
lowed a procedure and yet was also someone who was a 
great people person and who sometimes just tmsted his in¬ 
tuition. I think we all need to get back, sometimes, to just 
trusting our intuition and feelings. 

■ WHAT car would you like to drive? 

I love cars, I used to change them too often, according to 
my husband, but I’ve had my current one a long time for 
me. I’m quite an early adopter so when the Prius came out 
I had one of those so, if money was no object, I would al¬ 
ways have a new car. I would go for the Leaf at the mo¬ 
ment, but there aren’t enough charging points for the 
miles I tend to do.

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New plans for waste management centre 


PLANS have been re-submitted for Bridport's proposed 
£8 million waste management centre. 

Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP), which submitted the 
original planning application in the summer, has 
amended the planning application for the Broomhills 
site to include additional information requested by 
stakeholders. 

The application is to be considered by Dorset County 
Council's planning committee in either December or 
January. If planning permission is granted the DWP 
aims to begin construction in early 2014 with comple¬ 
tion by the autumn of 2015. 

Comments are being accepted on the new applica¬ 
tion until Thursday, December 5th.

Bridport town councillor David Tett believes that the 
proposed Vearse Farm development has added weight 
to his view that Broomhills site is not suitable for the 
waste management centre. 

He said: "Since the original planning application, the 
circumstances have changed. We are now confronted 
with yet further potential residential and employment 
development at Vearse Farm off the A35. This will gen¬ 
erate an increase in the volume of traffic movement on 
a very fast stretch of the road at Broomhills. 



Bridport crime round-up 


POLICE are advising Bridport residents to make sure the 
fuel in their car is protected after a number of thefts this 
week. 

In the last seven days there have been two reported 
incidents of fuel being stolen from cars in Bridport, 
where fuel was siphoned from the tanks. 

In both cases the vehicles did not have locking fuel 
caps. 

PCSO Luke White said: "If your vehicle does not have 
a locking fuel cap then please either fit one or, if not 
possible, then fit an anti-siphon device. Without either 
of these it is too easy for thieves to steal you fuel." 

• Three shopliftings have been reported to police, 
where meat and alcohol have been stolen. 

• Overnight on Friday, November 8th a car was dam¬ 
aged in South Street, Bridport. If anyone saw anything 
overnight on Friday then please get in contact quoting 
crime 47039. 

• Two males were arrested on Saturday, November 9th 
following a disturbance on Coronation Road in Brid¬ 
port. They have been released on bail while enquiries 
continue. If anyone witnessed the incident in the early 
hours of Saturday, November 9th then please contact 
police on 101 quoting crime number 47013. 
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"Unless, therefore, a roundabout is installed, the pro¬ 
posals should not even be shown the light of day. I al¬ 
ways believed this to be the wrong site for a waste 
transfer station, I am now even more convinced." 

A spokesman for Dorset Waste Partnership told the 
View from Bridport that the main proposal is the same 
but some additional work requested by the Highways 
Agency has been done as well as an update to ensure 
consistency throughout. 

He said: "The main thing we have done is to include 
some additional information in a response to a request 
from Natural England to look at an alternative site at 
Vearse Farm in more detail. We believe that Natural 
England are now satisfied that Broomhills is the pre¬ 
ferred site." 

A new facility for the town has been on the agenda 
for almost two decades following the closure of Both- 
enhampton landfill site during the 1990s. Since 1998 
residents have only been able to use the household re-

cycling centre in South Street, which is classed as a tem¬ 
porary site and operates with restrictions on its open¬ 
ing hours and what it can accept at weekends due to 
its town centre location. 

Use of the temporary site is likely to continue until a 
new facility is opened. 

According to the DWP the proposed facility would 
consist of a modern, split-level household recycling 
centre as well as a transfer station to house waste ma¬ 
terials before they are sent for recycling, treatment or 
disposal. 

The new facility could be opened in time to work as 
part of the new 'Recycle for Dorset' service, which is 
planned to be introduced to Bridport and the sur¬ 
rounding area in 2015.

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Council to reconsider bus cuts 
after public consultation 

PROPOSALS that could lead to a number of Bridport bus 
services being scrapped or reduced are to be altered fol¬ 
lowing an extensive public consultation. 

At a meeting of Dorset County Council’s cabinet last 
week, members considered almost 1,200 responses to the 
initial plans and heard personal representations from local 
people, as well as local councillors from areas which 
would be affected by a change in services. 

County councillors have pledged to listen to the feed¬ 
back they’ve received and try and address any concerns 
before they make a final decision on Wednesday, Decem¬ 
ber 4th. 

Councillor Hilary Cox, cabinet member for the envi¬ 
ronment, said the council is still working through the de¬ 
tails but would be making changes to the proposals, 
which went out for consultation in August. 

She said: “Some very useful suggestions have been 
made which we will take into account wherever possible 
in the final recommendations 

“In the current financial climate, we must ensure that 
we achieve value for money for the Dorset taxpayers. 

“This review is not something we have undertaken 
lightly, and we fully understand that some bus services 
offer a lifeline to residents without transport of their own. 

But there are ways of dealing with the potential for rural 
isolation other than a bus. 

“We are listening to what people have said, and are 
working hard to come up with some options that deal 
with the need and provide value for money for taxpay¬ 
ers.” 

Dorset County Council, which currently has a bus sub¬ 
sidy budget of £2.8 million, needs to make £850,000 of 
savings before the next financial year, with the county no 
longer receiving government funding to subsidise non¬ 
commercial bus routes. 

Routes affected by changes were drawn up following a 
survey of passenger numbers, said Councillor Cox, which 
highlighted that “many routes were under used and there¬ 
fore not value for money for the Dorset council taxpayer.”

Under the current proposals a number changes would 
take place to rural bus routes through Bridport, including 
the withdrawal of the Saturday service on the Damory- 
operated number 42 route between Bridport and Drimp- 
ton, leaving the route to run only on a Wednesday, and 
no Sunday or Bank Holiday buses on the number 47/47A 
route, which travel from Bridport to Yeovil via Beamin- 
ster and Crewkeme, also operated by Damory. 

As it stands the number 76 Bridport to Catherston 
Leweston route would be scrapped completely due to low 
demand. 

According to Dorset County Council each journey on 
this route costs £5.78 per passenger.

Dorset Police focus on cycle 
safety as the nights draw in 


POLICE in Dorset are stepping up their 
efforts to improve cycle safety as the sun 
begins to set earlier. 

The Dorset Road Safe ‘No Excuse’ 
team have launched a Bike Lights initia¬ 
tive in a bid to reduce the number of 
cycle casualties on the county’s roads, 
and officers will be actively stopping cy¬ 
clists found riding without lights. 

Young people will be issued with a 
warning about the consequences of rid¬ 
ing without lights and visibility clothing, 
and traffic officers will fit a set of front 
and rear lights to the cycle. 

They will also be issued with a reflec¬ 
tive snap band and a fluorescent bag, as 
well as an information letter to hand to 
their parents or guardians. 

Adults caught riding without lights

will be issued with a £50 fixed penalty 
notice as well as a defect notice. The 
ticket will be cancelled if the rider takes 
the cycle to a police station within seven 
days with correctly fitted lights. 

The new scheme is being funded by 
Dorset Road Safe. 

Inspector Matt Butler, of Dorset Police 
Traffic Unit, said: “No Excuse is about 
recognising vulnerable road users and 
the behaviour that leads to collisions. 

“Cyclists are a vulnerable road user 
group and this initiative aims to reduce 
the risk of harm posed to them, making 


sure cyclists - in particular children and 
young people - can be seen. 

“All cyclists should wear a helmet, 
light coloured or fluorescent clothing in 
daylight and reflective clothing with 
bike lights in the dark. This will make 
sure that they are seen by other road 
users. 

“Officers working on ‘No Excuse’ 
continue to target all road user behaviour 
that can lead to collisions, be that the 
poor driving of a motorist or the poor 
riding of a cyclist, including failing to 
stop at red lights. 

“I have seen many serious and fatal 
collisions involving cyclists. Irrespec¬ 
tive of fault, in a collision between a car 
and a bicycle, the cyclist will always 
come off worse.”

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THE people of Bridport fell silent 
to remember the servicemen and 
servicewomen who had died in 
conflict as they paid their respects 
at the war memorial in South 
Street on Sunday. 

In addition to the crowd of 
around 300, people representing 
30 associations and organisations 
turned out to pay their respects 
to local people who had died in 
various wars. 

The parade was led for the first 
time by Brigadier John Dean 
(Royal Artillery retired), taking 
over from Capt R Fido Vivian-May 
who retired last year after almost 
40 years in charge. 

He was assisted by Parade Mar¬ 
shall Captain Nick Taylor 2IC 'C' 
Company 6th Rifles. 

The Mayor of Bridport, Council¬ 
lor Maggie Ray inspected the pa¬ 
rade in East Street before it made 
its way to the war memorial 
led by the Wessex Military 
Band under bandmaster Phil 
Bond.

The parade, organised by Brid¬ 
port Town Council on behalf of 
the Bridport branch of the Royal 
British Legion, were joined by 
hundreds of the public in prayers 
conducted by Lay Minister Peter 
Wright prior to the two minutes 
silence. 

The Last Post, expertly played 
by Ceri Brady, drifted on the au¬ 
tumnal air before Brig Dean deliv¬ 
ered the Royal British Legion 
Exhortation. 

Charles Everidge of the Bridport 
branch of the Burma Star Associ¬ 
ation followed reading the Ko- 
hima Epitaph before the playing 
of Reveille. 

The Mayor then laid the first of 
the wreaths around the war me¬ 
morial before the parade filed 
into St Mary's Church for the re¬ 
membrance service conducted 
by the Reverend Janis Moore, 
whose reading from John 15 in¬ 
cluded the poignant verses: "This 
is my commandment, that you 
love one another as I have loved 
you. 


"No one has greater love than 
this, to lay down one's life for 
one's friends." 

She spoke to the many children 
representing a number of organ¬ 
isations and thanked them and 
their parents, family, carers and 
leaders for their direction, and 
also quoted from letters sent by 
servicemen in World War I and, 
more recently, on the front in Hel- 
mand. 

She said it showed that despite 
the timeframe and the change in 
methods of communication, they 
still looked to the church for pas¬ 
toral care and guidance. 

The readings were given by the 
new Parade Commander and his 
predecessor Fido Vivian-May, who 
was accompanied by his former 
Parade Marshall W.O. II Paul 
Fowler Retd of the Queen's Royal 
Lancers. 

At the conclusion of the service, 
the Mayor took the salute from a 
dais in Buckydoo Square before 
the parade was dismissed. 

Mayor Councillor Maggie Ray 
described the event as Bridport at 
its best. 

She added: "It was a great privi¬ 
lege to lead the remembrance pa¬ 
rade on Sunday where we were 
blessed by bright sunshine and a 
wonderful turnout. 

"We had a very moving service, 


led by Janis Moore, the mayor's 
chaplain, and our new parade 
commander, Brigadier John 
Dean, stepped ably into the foot¬

We launch survival campaign 


L AST week’s typhoon disaster in the 
Philippines, in which an estimated 
10,000 people lost their lives in one 
community alone, shocked the world and im¬ 
mediately saw humanitarian aid organisations 
swing into action. 

Among those quick to respond was WorldWaterWorks, 
a Rotarian founded charity in the West Country which for 
the past nine years has come to the aid of tens of thou¬ 
sands of people affected by more than 25 disasters around 
the globe since the Asian tsunami in 2004. 

WorldWaterWorks is dedicated to helping people es¬ 
cape the stranglehold of disease and poverty caused by 
disasters which destroy their homes and possessions and 
leave them without safe water and sanitation. The situa¬ 
tion in the Philippines ticks all those boxes. 

Founded by a group of Rotarians from Chelwood 
Bridge in North Somerset, and supported by Rotary In¬ 
ternational, their method of helping those whose lives 
have been destroyed by disasters is simple but highly ef¬ 
fective. 

The Rotarians have put together a survival box which 
provides a supply of clean water for a family for up to a 
year, plus other essential items to help them re-build their 
shattered lives. 

Devon, Dorset and Somerset Newspapers Limited, pub¬ 
lishers of the View From and sister papers in Devon and 
Somerset, have adopted WorldWaterWorks as their cho¬ 
sen charity and has entered into a two-year agreement 
with the Rotary Club of Chelwood Bridge to promote the 
work of their charity in our 15 community newspapers 
as well as setting a target of raising £10,000 during that 
period. 

Many Rotary Clubs in our distribution area (East 
Devon, South Somerset and West Dorset) already support 
the Water Survival Box project and we will be encourag¬ 
ing our readers and other local organisations to do like¬ 
wise. Our staff, too, will be getting up to all sorts of crazy

■ THE Philippines typhoon struck just a few days 
after the launch of our campaign to support the 
Water Survival Box charity.

Deputy editor James Coles and his brother Richard are 
also planning a sponsored walk across the western penin¬ 
sular, from the English Channel to the Bristol Channel, 
and in the spring all of our staff will be involved in a 
sponsored cycle relay around the 15 towns served by our 
newspapers - Weymouth, Portland, Dorchester, Bridport, 

Beaminster, Lyme Regis, Axminster, Colyton, Seaton, 

Sidmouth, Honiton, Ottery St Mary, Crewkerne, Chard 
and Ilminster.

They demonstrated this by filtering dirty water which 
the Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Sally Holman, will¬ 
ingly sampled and concluded was “very refreshing”. 

Philip Evans, managing director of Devon, Dorset and 
Somerset Newspapers Limited, told the audience: “We 
want to use the marketing potential of our newspapers, 
which have a combined distribution of more than 40,000 
copies every week, to make a real difference. 

“The appalling statistic of a child dying every 20 sec¬ 
onds in the third world through drinking dirty water fo¬ 
cused our determination on making a success of this 
project. The new water filtration unit alone is a brilliant 
piece of kit and will make such a difference in disaster- 
hit communities. 

“We hope our readers and organisations in our distribu¬ 
tion area will respond and organise events to support our 
campaign. We will commit to promoting their efforts and 
covering their events in our columns.” 

As well as the filtration unit, the water survival boxes 
include a container to collect water, mugs to drink out of, 
cooking pots, bowls to eat from, spoons, antiseptic spray, 
cotton materials and needles and thread to make basic 
clothes, basic tools, tarpaulin and bungee cords to make

simple shelter. 

Imagine what thousands of families are suffering in 
Philippines at this moment. Many have lost loved ones; 
they have no home, no possessions, no food and no clean 
water.

BEAMINSTER paid its respect to those 
who died in war with a service of re¬ 
membrance at St Mary’s Church on 
Sunday, which was almost full to capac¬ 
ity, writes BENJAMIN PARKER.

FOLLOWING the recent media interest 
shown towards Bridport by the USA after 
Broadchurch and during the filming of Far 
From The Madding Crowd, the profile of 
Bridport looks set to be raised again - this 
time by a weekend of commemoration of the 
special bond which exists between the two 
nations. 

Seventy years ago, on November 6th 1943, 
Bridport residents witnessed the arrival of a 
friendly invasion force - the young American 
soldiers of 2nd Battalion, 16th US Infantry 
Regiment, part of the US First Infantry Divi¬ 
sion. 

For seven months until they left the area to 
gather in embarkation camps around Dorch¬ 
ester and on the outskirts of Weymouth at the 
end of May, before finally leaving from Wey-

mouth and Portland for D-Day in Normandy 
on the night of June 5th 1944, the sight of 
American forces was familiar to the residents 
of West Dorset. 

The seven months of preparation and train¬ 
ing was to be a pleasant interlude before the 
horrors of war began for many of them. 

Cheryl Ludgate, who lives in Bridport and 
whose hobby is World War II living history 
and re-enactment, realised that the anniver¬ 
sary was coming up and that nothing seemed 
to be planned to mark it. 

Initially she just planned a 1940s themed- 
dance, in St Mary’s Church Hall - that was 
used by US forces for dances - this weekend, 
but plans changed after Cheryl was involved 
with a WWII exhibition in September at 
Highlands End Holiday Park, which included 
information from the Local History Centre at 
Bridport Museum and research from Robin 
Stapleton and recollections from Elizabeth 
Gale, whose family befriended American sol¬ 
diers when she was a girl. 

As a result there will be an expanded ver¬ 
sion at the Town Hall on Saturday and Sun¬ 
day (10am - 3pm) to allow local people the 
opportunity to leam more about Bridport dur¬ 
ing the war years, and what it was like when 
the US service personnel came. 

‘Bridport at War’ will include displays, re¬ 
enactment and photos, including one uniden¬ 
tified photo that Mrs Ludgate found in Lyme 
Regis of a tall US soldier. 

From the medal ribbons on his A-class uni¬ 
form he has combat experience, and she 
hopes someone can identify him, There will 
also be refreshments. 

In addition, on Saturday, there will be the 
chance to experience 1940s glamour as a 
beautician is doing 1940s hair and make-up, 


whilst 1940s singer Sandy Sparkle from 
Devon will entertain with songs from the pe¬ 
riod on Sunday. 

Entrance is £1 for adults and 20p for chil¬ 
dren with the profits going to Help for He¬ 
roes. 

It is hoped that weather permitting there 
will be transport from the era including a jeep 
in Bucky Doo Square. 

The Stonewallers Re-enactment Group, 
WWII living historians who portray the 29th 
Infantry Division (who also went to Omaha 
beach) ‘C’ Company have obtained permis¬ 
sion from the Bridport Town Council and the 


Trustees of the Millennium Green to estab¬ 
lish a command post and camp out overnight 
on November 16th in their original tents, 
equipment and uniform. 

The ‘Wartime Swing Band Dance’ featur¬ 
ing the Rex Trevett Big Band playing from 
7:30pm until 11:30pm, where there is a li¬ 
censed bar and it is hoped people will wear 
1940s civilian clothing or allied military 
dress code. 

Tickets for the dance priced at £7 are avail¬ 
able from The Woodman Inn in South Street, 
or from Mrs Ludgate (07966 727979) 

Mrs Ludgate is hoping that anyone who has 


photographs or memories of US forces in the 
area during the war or stories of your own 
wartime experiences will share them at any 
of the events. 

There is a raffle in aid of Help for Heroes 
with some prizes with a wartime theme, and 
tickets for this will be sold at the exhibition 
on Saturday and at the dance on Saturday 
night, where it will be drawn. 

Proceeds from the raffle and any profits 
from the combined proceeds of the two 
events will also be donated to Help for He¬ 
roes, and any further raffle prizes would be 
gratefully received. 


A BRIDPORT pre-school has thanked those 
who helped paint their play equipment after 
it had faded over time.

SAVING PLANTS FROM THE WINTER CHILL 

Tips on how to prepare your plants for the winter and protect them 
from frost - plus, find out what else needs doing in the garden this week. 


I LOOKED out on my patio a few 
days ago to see a pelargonium I 
planted back in May coming into 
flower yet again, at a time when most of my summer pots 
have been emptied. 

Despite a lot of rain, it's been a mild October, and this may 
lull many of us into a false sense of security about how long 
we leave it before offering our plants some protection from 
the winter chill. 

As I live in a frost pocket, the pelargonium is going to 
come under cover soon. If you have pots of pelargoniums 
(bedding geraniums) which you want to enjoy next year, 
put them inside too, in a light, frost-free place such as a 
slightly heated greenhouse, a sheltered porch next to the 
house or an unheated spare room or conservatory, cutting 
them back to 10cm (4in). Don't expose them to warm cen¬ 
tral heating or they'll just wilt when you put them out next 
year. 

Fuchsias, which lose their leaves entirely and spend win¬ 
ter looking like bare sticks, will need the same treatment. 
You'll hardly need to water them at all until growth resumes 
in spring, at which point you can repot them into John 
Innes No 2 potting compost and harden them off before 
placing them outside when the risk of frost has passed. 

Marguerites (Argyranthemums) will also not stand any 
frost and are best dug up and potted, cut back by half and 
kept in a dry, cool, frost-free place that has sunlight through 
the winter, like a cool greenhouse. Water them sparingly to 
keep their roots dry until spring, when you can start to 
water them more frequently. 

If your garden has a Mediterranean theme, you're likely 
to need to protect other vulnerable plants, such as cannas, 
olive trees, ginger lilies and dahlias, which may not survive 
winter frosts. 

Leave dahlia tubers in the ground until the foliage has 
been blackened by frost, which may be as late as Novem¬ 
ber, then cut the plants down to around 15cm (6in) from 
the ground and dig up the tubers. Shake off the soil, wash 
the tubers and turn them upside down so the moisture 
drains out of the hollow stems. When they've dried off, 
hang them in nets in a shed or store them in stacking trays 
with plenty of holes for ventilation. 

Cannas need to be cut down before winter and mulched 
heavily, or dug up and put into pots only slightly bigger 
than their ball of roots, filling the gaps with compost, and 
kept in a frost-free place, ideally under the staging in a 
greenhouse. 

If you don't have heating in your greenhouse, insulating

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your more tender plants with bub¬ 
ble wrap can make a huge differ¬ 
ence, especially if you buy the 
fixing clips which separate the glass from the bubble wrap, 
creating a thin pocket of insulating air between the glass 
and the wrap. Alternatively, you may have to venture out 
on really cold nights and cover your tender specimens with 
horticultural fleece to keep the winter chill at bay. 

Other plants that form tubers such as ginger lilies are best 
dug up at the end of the season, the top growth cut off 
with secateurs and then the tubers stored until spring in 
dry potting compost in a cool, frost-free place like a garage 
or shed.They can be planted out next year when all danger 
of frost has passed. 

Pots of tender exotics such as citrus, palms and oleander 
which have graced your patio in summer will need to be 
moved back under cover, either into a cool conservatory or 
frost-free greenhouse, and will need to be watered spar¬ 
ingly throughout the winter. If your tender plants are sim¬ 
ply too big to move, then wrapping them in hessian or 
horticultural fleece may be the answer. 

Other tender plants such as cordylines, Pittosporum to- 
bira and cestrum, callistemon and Clerodendrum bungei 
may need wrapping, by framing the plant with a wigwam 
of bamboo canes and then packing the base of the plant 
with straw and wrapping the cane frame with horticultural 
fleece. 

Banana plants can either be heavily mulched to protect 
the roots, so growth starts again from soil level in the 
spring, or the top leaves cut off and the whole plant stem 
wrapped in straw, secured with chicken wire or hessian, so 
the plant can still breathe. 

Hopefully, a bit ofTLC over the winter months will ensure 
that your plants are brought back to their full glory next 
summer.

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

• Clear fallen leaves and recycle them to make 
leafmould. 

• Collect plant supports and canes to store for 
winter. 

• Fork over the soil between plants in established 
borders to loosen the surface. Remove weeds then 
spread on a layer of well-rotted compost. 

• Rake and scarify lawns removing thatch and accu 
mulated debris. 

• Propagate hedging varieties of conifers from 
cuttings, using shoots of the new growth. Root 
directly into gritty soil in a cold frame. 

• Sprinkle fertiliser over areas to be planted up this 
autumn. 

• Clean and tidy established strawberry beds, 
removing weeds and any runners growing 
between rows. 

• Cut all ferny asparagus shoots down to soil level. 

• Sow sweet peas in deep containers in cold frames. 

• Continue to plant out wallflowers, primulas, 
forget-me-nots, pansies and other bedding plants 
for spring displays. 

• Top-dress lawns with a layer of gritty loam-based 
compost. 

• Finish potting on rooted cuttings and seedlings in 
the greenhouse. 

• Remove pond pumps and filters for winter storage.

Fears over Blockbuster jobs 


THERE are fears over jobs 
at Bridport's Blockbuster 
store as the entertain¬ 
ment chain has been 
plunged into administra¬ 
tion for the second time 
this year. 

The poor performance 
of the company has been 
blamed on a period of 
poor trading by owners 
Gordon Brothers Europe, 
a private equity and in¬ 
vestment company. 

The group acquired the 
assets of Blockbuster in 
March 2013 and sought to 
turn around what they 
described as a "historically 
loss-making company" by 
restructuring the business 
and investing in market¬ 
ing activities. 

A member of staff from 
Bridport branch, which is 
in East Street, told the 
View from Bridport that 
they were unsure about 
what would happen to 
the town's store but they 
were unable to comment 
further. 

A spokesman for retail 
chain said that the store 
would continue to trade 
as usual while a buyer is 
sought; there could be 
some redundancies and 
some stores may need to 
close. 

Frank Morton, CEO of 
Gordon Brothers Europe, 


said: "Since the acquisi¬ 
tion we have worked ex¬ 
tremely hard to reignite 
the Blockbuster brand, 
make our investment 


work and put the busi¬ 
ness on a viable footing. 

"Despite our best ef¬ 
forts, we regret that we 
are now forced to make 


some redundancies and 
would like to thank any 
affected employees for 
their support during the 
last six months."

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Remembering the brave and the fallen 


THE sacrifice of Dorset 
soldiers who died at the in¬ 
famous Hill 60 near Ypres 
in Belgium has been 
marked by a pilgrimage to 
the battlefield. 

Among those to make 
the journey was the great 
niece of Private Alexander 
William Sanders (21), who 
came from Shipton Gorge, 
near Bridport. Others on 
the trip were from the 
Dorset Military Museum 
at Dorchester. 

Barbara Montgomery, 
from Rutherglen, near 
Glasgow, accompanied by 
a group of members of the 


local branch of the Western 
Front Association, laid a 
wreath at Hill 60 where her 
relative died in May 1915. 

Private Sanders, known 
as Will, was killed along 
with around 150 of his 
comrades, as a result of the 
second ever gas attack 
mounted by the Germans. 

The 1st Battalion of the 
Dorsetshire Regiment was 
holding part of the front 
line at Hill 60, when on 
May 1st at around 7:15pm 
they suffered a severe 
bombardment of the hill 
and the trenches to the 
right and left, and the rail¬ 


way cutting in rear. 

Before the sentries could 
give the alarm, thick white 
and yellow clouds of gas 
were shot out of cylinder 
nozzles from the German 
trenches opposite. 

CSM Ernest Shephard 
said in his diary entry for 
May 1st: “The scene that 
followed was heartbreak¬ 
ing. Men were caught by 
fumes and in dreadful 
agony, coughing and vom¬ 
iting and rolling on the 
ground... I ran round at in¬ 
tervals and tied up lots of 
men’s mouths, placed 
them in sitting positions

and organised parties to as¬ 
sist them to the support 
dugouts.” 

Historian John 
Keegan in his 
book The First 
World War 

(1998) wrote: 

“The situation 
was saved by 
a young offi¬ 
cer, Second 
Lieutenant 
Kestell-Cor- 
nish, who 

seized a rifle 
and, with the four 
men remaining from 
his platoon of 40, fired 
into the gas cloud to hold 
the Germans at bay... The 
line was held by the 
Dorsets’ almost inhuman 
devotion to duty and the 
Ypres Salient, though 
pushed back to within two 
miles of the city, was there¬ 
after never dented.” 

Kestell-Cornish was 
awarded the Military Cross 
for his gallantry. 

The names of three of the 
four riflemen who held off 
the German attack at Hill 
60 were Private Mullins, 
Lance Corporal Sunderland 
and Corporal Webb. The 
identity of the fourth Dorset 
man will never be known. 

During the commemora¬ 
tion ceremony wreaths 
were laid to remember 
three other Dorsets, firstly 
Corporal Christopher 



Thomas King from Wim- 
borne, who also suc¬ 
cumbed to the gas 
attack and who 
had two weeks 
earlier gone 
into no¬ 
man’s land 
under in- 
tense 
enemy fire 
to retrieve 
the body of 
his Platoon 
Commander, 
2nd Lieutenant 
Theodore Wood. 
Christopher 
King was awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct 
Medal for this brave act. 

Another wreath and cross 
was laid to Tom (Theodore) 
Wood and finally a wreath 
and cross was laid in mem¬ 
ory of Private Harry 
Woods, a young man who 
had only been with the Bat¬ 
talion for three weeks and 
was killed on July 5 th 1915 
along with 15 of his chums, 
all of whom had come from 
the Depot at Dorchester 
and were manning Trench 
38 on Hill 60 when this was 
hit by an artillery bombard¬ 
ment, killing them all. 

Such was the shock 
among those who survived 
this attack that Harry 
Woods’ remains were gath¬ 
ered in and later that 
evening interred at Larch 
Wood Cemetery, a short 


distance from Hill 60, 
where a number of Dorset¬ 
shire men are buried. 

The group also visited 
Tyne Cot Cemetery, the 
largest Commonwealth 
War Graves cemetery in the 
world, where another of 
Barbara’s great-uncles, Pri¬ 
vate John Johnston of the 
Border Regiment, is re¬ 
membered as one of the 
missing with no known 
grave, along with 32,000 
others. 

A further 11,000 are 
buried at this cemetery, 
many of whom are un¬ 
known. 

After the visit, Barbara 
said: “I visited Hill 60 a 
few hours after I visited the 
Menin Gate Memorial for 
the first time and saw my 
great-uncle’s name on the 
Dorsetshire Regiment’s 
panel there. 

“It was a privilege to be 
the first family member to 
visit Hill 60 in the 98 years 
since Will died there, to be 
able to take part in that act 
of remembrance, and to re¬ 
flect on how such a peace¬ 
ful wooded hillside could 
have been the scene of such 
horror. 

“To have been able to be 
in the places where Will 
spent his last days and near 
the spot where he was 
killed brings me a little 
closer to someone I never 
knew, but would have liked

to have known. 

“For me this visit felt 
like a kind of culmination 
to several years of family 
tree research and also to 
the research of Will’s time 
in the Dorsets that I have 
been able to do with help 
from Ernie Thomas and 
The Keep Military Mu¬ 
seum.” 

Mr Thomas, a volunteer 
researcher at The Keep, 
who led the act of remem¬ 
brance at Hill 60, is re¬ 
searching the family 
history of Sapper Ernest 
White of the Royal Engi¬ 
neers who was killed on 
April 22nd 1917. His fam¬ 
ily lived at Bonscombe 


Farm in Shipton Gorge 
and consisted of his father 
and mother, George and 
Ellen, a sister Kate, an 
elder brother William, and 
a younger brother Fred, 
who served with the Royal 
Field Artillery but sur¬ 
vived the war. 

Mr Thomas would be 
pleased to hear from any 
members of Ernest’s fam¬ 
ily with information and 
photographs that might 
help to tell more of his 
story.

Once upon a time there were two accordionists... a fairytale pairing... 


PAUL Hutchinson and Karen Tweed almost never dis¬ 
cuss accordions when they meet...or accordion 
music.. .or accordion bands. Nevertheless, they have 
decided to write new music for two accordions and 
perform it together. In fact, they've been threatening 
a duo ever since an impromptu slot at Oxford Folk 
Festival a few years ago and finally they've managed 
it. 

King of the accordion Paul Hutchinson is perhaps 
best known for his work in the Folk Awards nomi¬ 
nated duo Belshazzar's Feast. Other notable collab¬ 
orations include Hoover the Dog, Fruits of Paradise 
and The Playford Liberation Front. Whilst his 
ongoing project British Aisles takes him back 
to church, Paul continues to be an inspiring 
and innovative teacher and his strong belief 
that music shouldn't be pigeonholed is evi¬ 
dent in his prolific and diverse compositions. 

English accordion queen Karen Tweed won 
an All Ireland Championship title on the 
melodica, when she was about 17 before de¬ 
ciding to concentrate on the accordion. One 
of the leading lights on the UK and interna¬ 
tional folk scenes Karen is noted for work 
with Kathryn Tickell, Ian Carr, The Poozies, 

Swap, 2 Duos Quartet and May Monday and 
as instigator of such adventurous projects as 
these and the 4K Plot, Circa Compania and 


The Nol Ladies Accordion Orchestra. As a soloist 
she's astonishing and continues breaking accor- 
dionesque preconceptions and boundaries. 

Individually brilliant, Paul and Karen together could 
be dangerous, hilarious or precarious, but most defi¬ 
nitely entertaining. Expect lots of laughs and humor¬ 
ous banter between these two old pals too.The stuff 
of myth and legend, Beauty or the Beast?
